Lemon-growers of Santa Barbara 
county have organized a lemon-grow¬ 
ers' exchange. 

Much excitement has been created 
by rich gold strikes at Pontes’ ranch 
near Mnrpby's. 

The people of Napa District have, 
by a vote of 279 to 126 voted to estab¬ 
lish a District High School. 

An irrigation project has been 
formed at Lodi for the purpose of 
watering 20,000 acres of land. 

The city oounoil of Cloverdale has 
passed an ordinance providing that 
saloons most close at 11 o'olook at 
night. 

Archbishop Riordan at San Fran¬ 
oisoo is the first to take out a lifo mem¬ 
bership, $50, in the Society for the 
Suppression of Vice. 

Albert Hart, ex-Secretary of State, 
died in Sacramento last week. He 
was a pioneer and had filled many 
places of pnblio trust. 

J. K. D. Cnlp of San Felipe has suo- 
oeeded in growing Havana tobaooo, 
preserving its peculiar aroma. He 
did it by intelligent treatment of the 
soil. 

J. O. Znmwalt, a Supervisor of 
Colusa oonnty, died suddenly April 
24th. He was a native of Illinois, 61 
years old, and came to California in 
1849. 

San Francisco’s next horse show will 
be held in December, at the Mechanics’ 
Pavilion. Special indnoements will 
be made to secure exhibits from all 
over the State. 

No ohoioe has been made yet of 
plans for the proposed municipal 
bnilding to be ereoted in San Fran¬ 
oisoo. The matter has been laid over 
for four months. 

The Southern Pacific Company will 
this year rnn a special berry train 
from Santa Crnz to San Francisco, by 
the way of Watsonville, leaving 
Santa Crnz at 4 p. m., and reaching 
San Franoiaco duriug the night. 

The Supervisors of Humboldt 
county have been petitioned to call 
a special election for the pur¬ 
pose of voting for bonds in the sum of 
$60,000 to build roads and bridges. 

The forty-seven State savings banks 
outside of San Franoisoo have $33,- 
093,607.86 total resources. Including 
the ten San Franoisoo savings banks 
the total resources are $141,203,082.24. 
This is up to April 1. 

The audeopbone, a new invention 
for long-distanoe communication, is 
successfully used at Rogue river in 
oommnnicating between the towns of 
Wedderbnrn and Gold Beach, situ¬ 
ated half a mile apart. 

Edith O’Hara, aged abont 22, 
daughter of Riobard O’Hara, a resi¬ 
dent of East San Jose, was drowned 
at the Mulberry crossing,nineteen miles 
south of the Hollister crossing of the 
San Benito creek, San Benito county. 

The steamer Albion, chartered to 
take 120 miners, among them being a 
number of Fort Braggers, to Alaska, 
had quite a time before sailing, the 
government inspectors refusing to 
allow that number to go, 84 being the 
limit. 

E. F. Preston, attorney for the San 
Joaqnin Valley road, has filed the 
papers in two condemnation suits in 
the Superior Court of Fresno county. 
The Committee of Ten had been unable 
to effect a settlement with either of the 
parties. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles O. Biown is no 
longer pastor of the First Congrega¬ 
tional Chnrch of San Francisco. At 
j one of the stormiest and most sensa¬ 
tional meetings of his congregation he 
resigned and his resignation was im¬ 
mediately accepted. 


George Monroe, originator of the 
problem of cheap and good literature, 
died suddenly from heart failure at 
Pine Hill in the Catskills. Mr. Mon¬ 
roe was born in Nova Sootia in 1826, 
and by dint of hia own efforts became 
a rich man. He was an ardent, 
thonghtfnl-minded Presbyterian, and 
his donations to ohnroh objects were 
large and continuous. 


An Oakland capitalist proposes to 
build an aerial trolley oar line, to rnn 
suspended thirty feet in the air at the 
rate of 150 miles an bonr. He will 
bnid a line from what is known as 
Grizzley Peak in the Berkeley Hills to 
Goat Isand, thenoe by boat to San 
Francisco, making the distanoe in 
fifteen minutes. 

The Supervisors of San Bernardino 
oonnty have granted the neoes6ary 
franohise for the stretching of wires 
from the Redlands Electrio Light 
and Power Company’s plant for the 
transmission of eleotrioity to Colton 
and Riverside. 

The State Medical Society, while in 
session in Los Angeles, elected the 
following officers for the ensuing year: 
Dr. Henry Gibbons, Jr., San Francis¬ 
co, President: D. C. L. Bard,Ventura.

A dispatch from Mitohellstown, near 
Cork, annonnoes the death of J. S. 
Casey, one of the originators of the 
Land League. 

The Standard’s Berlin correspondent 
says Russia has ordered seven iron¬ 
clads and ten cruisers for her Paoifio 
1 fleet in view of Japan’s extensive 
naval preparations. 

A dispatch from Athena says that 
another conflict has oconrred in the 
Hagion Vaslieon distriot of Crete. It 
is alleged that twenty Turks were 
killed and thirty wounded. 

It is said that the schooner Competi¬ 
tion left Key West, Fla., for Cuba, 
with sixty Americans and Cubans 
aboard. The boat has large quantities 
of ammunition for the insypents. 

Because U^ftecl States ’ Minister 
Wills refused to participate in the 
celebration of Hawaiian independence 
aay, that government is abont to oom- 
plain to Secretary Olney of the fact. 

Sir Henry Parker, formerly Prime 
Minister of Sydney, N. S. W., died 
the other day of bronchitis and in¬ 
flammation of the lnngs. He was 
born in Warwickshire, Eng., in 1816. 

At Brussels the advocates of bime¬ 
tallism in conference, passed a resolu¬ 
tion favoring the discussion in the 
French and German parliaments of sim¬ 
ilar resolutions to those whiob have 
been introduced in the Belgian and 
English parliaments. 

The Government of Spain is devis¬ 
ing relief measures that are necessi¬ 
tated by serious agricultural distress 
arising from a drought, wbioh has 
affected all the crops, injured livestook 
and enhanced the price of bread. 

A cablegram from Queenstown says 
that the White Star line steamer Ma¬ 
jestic, whiob arrived recently, reports 
that on the first and second day out 
from New X ork strong gales were en¬ 
countered. Henvy seas swept repeat¬ 
edly over the steamer. One sailor was 
killed. 

While A. B. Walker’s ontter Ailsa 
was beoalmed off the coast of Morooeo 
on her way to England, after taking 
part in the Mediteranean regattas, she 
was attacked by ruffians, who fired 
upon her. A timely breeze enabled 
the*yacht to escape. 

The ‘Jurksb Government will eet^b- 
ish a naval station on the GfuTf* of 
Iskanderoon to prevent the importation 
of arms to Armenians and also to 
watch the foreign squadrons, especially 
the British. Two torpedo-boats, a 
transport and four obsolete wooden 
vessels will be employed on the station. 
Defensive posts aud watch-tow.ers will 
be ereoted on the coast of the villayets 
Adana and Aleppo. 

A duel was fought in Vienna be¬ 
tween Baron Fejrvary, the Hungarian 
Minister of National Defense, and M. 
Bernatb, member of the Chamber of 
Deputies. The principals first fought 
with pistols, with a result that neither 
was hit. Then they fought with 
sabers, and Bernath was seriously 
wonded in the head. 

M. Sarrien, Minister of the Interior 
in the Bourgeois Cabinet, who had 
been summoned by President Fanre to 
form a Ministry, has finally informed 
President Fanre that he finds himself 
unable to form a conciliation Cabinet. 
M. Sarien’a plan was to form a Cabinet 
containing representatives of different 
political groups in the hope of thus 
securing united support for the govern¬ 
ment in the Chamber of Deputies. 

A London cablegram says that Baron 
von Rekardsein, military attache of 
the German embassy, was married to 
Miss Graoe Maple, daughter of Sir J. 
Blnndel Maple, at St. Albans Abbey. 
Bishop of St. Albans officiated. The 
guests inolnded nearly all the diplo¬ 
matic corps of London and many nota¬ 
bilities. After luncheon the bridal 
co "ole started for the Duke of Alban’s 
chateau near Seville, Spain. Tbe 
bride and groom received over 600 
gifts. 

A Paris cablegram says tbe religious 
marriage of Maj. Patrice de MaoMa- 
hon, son of the late Marshal MaoMa- 
hon, formerly President of Franoe, to 
Princess Margnerite of Orleans, was 
celebrated at Chantilly. The civil 
marriage was celebrated a few days 
before. The religions oeremony took 
plaoe in the chapel of tbe chateau. 
The Princess is tbe daughter of tbe 
Dno de Gbartress and the sister of 
Prinoe Henry of Orleans. 

A general banking law of great im¬ 
portance to tbe fntnre development of 
Mexico has been proposed in the form 
of a bill submitted to Congress in tbe 
Finanoe Department. Tbe National 
Bank of Mexico, wbioh is a private in¬ 
stitution, always contended that char¬ 
ters granted fox local banka in various 
parts of tbe country were in violation 
of tbe terms of its obarter, but that 
opposition is practically overcome, and 
the bank will receive a money indem¬ 
nity for relinquishing her rights. Tbe 
minimum of capital subscribed for 
any new bank will be abont $500,000, 
of wbioh at least one-balf shall be 
paid cash before tbe bank oommenoes 
business.

Tbe ioe bridge at Cape Ronge, above 
Qnebec, was lifted by the high tide and 
is moving out. Navigation to Mon¬ 
treal will now commence. 

A Toronto dispatob says that Miss 
Eva Booth, tbe yonngest daughter of 
Gen. Booth, has been appointed com¬ 
mandant of tbe Salvation Army in 
Canada and Newfoundland. 

Col. F. C. Denison, pgunber of' the 
Dominion PailiamenNjP' for West 
’Sbronto, died at Toronto. This officer 
was in command of tbe Canadian voy- 
agers who accompanied the British 
expedition up tbe Nile in 1885. 

Chicago dispatch says the two as- 
sdoiations of manufacturers of wire 
aid out nails closed a tluee-days’ 
conference. In consequence of the iise 
id the steel market it was decided to 
rdise the prioe of both wire and cut 
nfciU 15 cents per hundred pounds. 

'Professor Albert Carmen of Leland 
ifoid University has been elected to 
chair of physios, in the University 
Illinois. He is a graduate of Prinoe- 
College and was for three years 
Istant professor of physios at Pur- 
University. 

The oases of the Louisiana sugar 
planters brought agaiust tbe govern¬ 
ment to test the constitutionality of the 
sugar bounty appropriation are being 
beprd at Washington. The planters 
are represented by snob men ns Joseph 
Cnoate, ex-Senator Manderson, Col. J. 
D. Hill and J. K. Somerville of New 
Orleans. 

There was a double exeontion by 
electricity at the State prison at Sing 
Siiig, N. V. Tbe victims wore Louis 
P. Herrmann and Charles Pnstolka. 
Both were wife murderers. Herrmann 
shot and killed his wife during a 
quarrel in July, 1895, and Pustolka 
stabbed his sponse in Angust last be¬ 
cause he suspeoted her of infidelity. 

Tfaree negro desperadoes kept Con- 
tMfynrille and White Rooktowns in 
Penney la vnia in ■ state of siege for 
etx"rtonrz a few days ago. Before- 

they were captured two of them were 
seriously and perhaps fatally shot 
through the head. This town has not 
experienced such an exciting time 
since J. H. Paddook was murdered by 
ooke strikers three years ago. 

A fire which broke out in the Port¬ 
land Hotel, Cripple Creek. Col.,, de¬ 
stroyed about all that was left of 
Cripple Creek after the great oonflagra- j 
tion of a few days ago. Four persona ! 
were killed by explosions, and at least 
fourteen injured, several of them 
fatally. The file not only destroyed all 
the business portion of the town, but 
extended to West Cripple Creek, and 
that snbnrb was abont entirely wipad 
ont. The greatest oonfnsion pre¬ 
vailed. 

At the spring meeting of the Savan¬ 
nah Cycle Club of Savannah, Ga., 
Charles Murphy of New York broke 
the world’s reooid held by J. S. John¬ 
son for 100 yards with a standing start 
in 9 1-5 seoouds. Johnson’s record 
was 9 2 5 seconds. In the half-mile 
exhibition, for which Harry Wheeler, 
F. J. Jenny of Utica, N. Y., and W. 
B. Yonng of New York entered, Jenny 
won by two feet in 1:10 4-5. Murphy 
broke the traok reoord for half mile, 
made three years ago by Zimmerman, 
in 59%. Zimmerman's reoord was 
1:06 3-5. 

A Chicago dispatch says that accord¬ 
ing to a decision in tbe Appellate 
Conrt by Jnstioo Waterman, tbe city 
has the right to regulate street-railway 
fares, and this power is distinctly 
confered upon tbe City Council by 
the Legislature. This deoision appar¬ 
ently settles for the time being the 
question as to the legality of any 
ordinance that may be passed by the 
Council for reducing street railway 
fares, and paves the way for the 3 or 
4-cent fare measure. Tbe case was 
that of Nathan Dean against the Chi¬ 
cago General Railway Company. 

Since the Raines law has passed the 
New York hotels do a large business 
in the way of dispensing liquors to per¬ 
sons who purchase a sandwich or a 
more pretentions meal along with 
their beer or whisky. The police 
keep a sharp lookout to see that the 
law is not violated by the hotels, and 
all keep their eyes open to discover 
illegitimate places of liqnor-selling 
rjoins in tbe rear of clubs, espe¬ 
cially in the Italian quarter and 
lower east side of town. There was no 
attempt of the reputable saloon¬ 
keepers to evade the law, for the in¬ 
terior of all saloons was exposed.

Savage 
attacks upon inoffensive persons by 
bulls, horses and stags are by no means 
uncommon in this country: while in the 
East “rogue" elephants, wild boars and 
other herbivorous animals often inflict 
serious injuries upon human beings 
who chance to come in their way. 

So, likewise, tlie ordinarily mild Hin¬ 
du, feeding on rice or wheat flour, is 
liable to become riotous, uncontrolla¬ 
ble and bloodthirsty when influenced 
by religious fanaticism. Perhaps tlie 
mischievous effects upon the habits 
and disposition, ascribed to animal 
food, are due to the alcoholic liquors 
which are consumed at the same time. 

The disposition of an average indi¬ 
vidual handing a temperate life would 
probably not be altered for the better 
were he to substitute vegetarian diet 
for his ordinary fare.

what they wanted to do. He told them 
that if they were going to go into the 
fight there would be an understanding 
that they would be under his command. 
Ont of the whole of them thero were 
about a dozen who didn’t turn back at 
that, and it is a remarkable fact that 
those who staid were nearly all killed. 
There wero ten dead civilians the next 
day, and their leader was shot through 
the hips, aud never did recover entirely 
from the wound. It was a real battle, 
and we lost 85 killed and wounded, out 
of a part of five companies of the Sev¬ 
enth regiment. There were 200 or 250 
soldiers in the engagement. 

“General Gibbon was wounded 
through the thigli that day, and was 
taken to his tent, where I helped to 
take care of him. The battlefield was a 
couple of miles from the camp of the 
evening before. At the time I was with 
a party that had just lost a mountain 
howitzer to the Indians, but we never 
got it back, though we tried hard 
enough. Tho Indians had sense onough 
to dostroy it, aud a lot of ammunition 
besides. Some things happened that day 
that I wouldn’t believe if I hadn’t seen 
them. Wo were ont on a skirmish liue 
when just in front of me I saw an In¬ 
dian girl with her hand over her eyes, 
just like she had been looking out to see 
who was coming. 

“I eallod out to the officer near me 
that there was a little girl in front. 
‘All right, don’t hurt her,’ says he. 
And when we went up nearer wo found 
that sho was dead. She had been shot 
through and had died so suddenly that 
sho hadn't moved a muselo. She looked 
for all the world ns if sho wero alive. 
Aud thero was an officer shot so that 
the bullet went into his skin near ono of 
tlie soft ribs and came out in exactly the 
same place it went in, after going 
around his body aud keeping under the 
skin all the way. The doctors ran a 
cord through it, and they used to pull it 
back aud forth every day to keep it 
from healing too fast. He got well, aud 
thero was a black ring around him tlie 
rest of his life, one of the prettiest 
things you ever saw. 

“Wo couldn’t find any dead Indians to 
spoak of after tho fight, aud we wonder¬ 
ed what we had douo. Ono of the scouts 
wont out and came back aud said, ‘Heap 
Injun dead. ’ We didn’t find any marks 
of it, but he showed us where there 
were bodies cached by the hundreds. 
You kuow an Indian will bury his dead 
if he has to take all kinds of ohuuces to 
do jt. There were over 100 bodies in one 
hole we found on the side of the bank 
of tho river. 

“Old Chief Joseph was a man to re¬ 
member. There was never a general who 
was more bruve than he was. He was a 
match for some of the best of them. 
When he was at the head, there was no 
such thing as one soldier being good for 
eight or ten Indians, as yon hear people 
say. 

“General Gibbon was a mighty fine 
man. I don't expect to meet a better 
one. He was as brave as thoy make 
them, and he was always as good to his 
men as a father would have been. There 
will be many a man who still lives in 
this country who will bo sorry that Gib¬ 
bon is dead.”—Helena Independent.

ROBERT G. INGERSOLL. 

Tbe Greo t La w jrer and Silver-Tongued 
* Fr 1 nee of Agnostics. 

That was a strange spectacle which 
was presented In Chicago on a recent 
Sunday, when Robert G. Ingersoll, who 
for more than a score of years has con¬ 
secrated the flower of his surpassing 
eloquence to ridicule, satirization and 
denunciation of preachers and churches 
and the Bible, spoke from a Christian 
pulpit, at tiie invitation of a preacher 
and of a church, to 3,000 followers of 
the Christian banner. For once the 
animosities engendered by bitter words 
were laid aside. The great audience 
bowed its head in silent sympathy 
with an orthodox Christian invocation 
to God and petition for the blessing of 
Christ; then listened for two hours to 
the eloquent denier of all that Is called 
supernatural or divine, of all that is 
unknowable, except by faith. In re¬ 
ligion. And Ingersoll was as magnani¬ 
mous as his audience. Not once did he 
utter a word to wound the sensibilities 
of his bearers. Orator aud auditors 
met on the common ground of consid¬ 
ering what can be done and should be 
done to uplift humanity. That was his 
theme; on that lie dwelt. There was no 
scoffing at religion, no jeering at sim¬ 
ple faith, and when tlie logic of the 
speaker's thought roused an echo in 
the hearts of liis hearers, they gave 
him generous meed of applause. These 
burst of awiroval were anything but 
lnfrequenn^The audience of Ohris- 


tians heard from the infidel thoughts 
both old and new, but all clothed in 
beautiful language. The address was 
given In the place of worship of tlie 
Church Militant, of which Dr. John 
Rusk is pastor. 

Ingersoll. tbe silver-tongued prince 
of agnostics and greatest of orators, 
was born In Dresden, N. Y., Aug. 11, 
1833. His father was a Congregational 
preacher, of sucli liberal views that be 
was persecuted for them, and in his 
early life Robert G. Ingersoll Imbibed 
an intense hatred of Calvinism which 
grew with his growth and finally made 
him the enemy of all forms of religion. 
His boyhood was spent in Wisconsin 
and Illinois and at the age of 24 he 
took up the practice of law at Peoria, 
Ill. During the war he was colonel of 
the Eleventh Illinois Cavalry and after 
the war his ability as an oratpj^and 
Republican campaign speaker gave him 
a reputation in tlie West, which was 
made national by Ills famous “plumed- 
kuight speech” in the Republican Na¬ 
tional Convention of 1876, by which be 
placed .Tames G. Blaine in nomination. 
Since that time he lias lived In Wash¬ 
ington and New York. He has been con¬ 
nected with the most famous modem 
law cases, for his legal ability is ex¬ 
traordinary. His lectures and law prac¬ 
tice have made him wealthy.

A GOLD FILLED CAVE. 


OLD JOHN DONAHOE’S SECRET MINE 
TO BE OPENED AT LAST. 


Untold Treasure Under Guard—English 

Capitalists and New Yorkers Cost Eye* 

on the Wealth—An Old Squaw Told th* 

Secret—Maybe a New Cripple Creek. 

Gold has been discovered in Putnam 
county, N. Y., and some of the largest 
capitalists in that section aro said to be 
iuterested in the development of tbe 
mines. 

It was several years ago that nuggets 
of gold were first found on the shores of 
Indian Lake, about a mile back from 
Garrison's. Silver in large quantities 
was also found, and at that time a mul¬ 
titude of prospectors were drawn to the 
spot. Free fights occurred when claims 
were being staked ont, and for weeks a 
state of anarchy prevailed on the 
grounds. As in the present rnsh to West¬ 
chester county, the operators then had 
do right to take gold from the place. 
Mr. Donahoe, the owner of the land, 
eallod upon the authorities for protec¬ 
tion, and the jumpers were ejected. For 
years afterward nothing was done to de¬ 
velop the mines. 

Capitalists came and offered Donahoe 
large sums for his tract of mountainous 
land, but he refused to sell It had been 
gossiped around the village that Dona- 
hoe knew where the principal bed of 
precious ore lay, bnt he kept his own 
counsel. An Indian woman had been 
brought up in the Donahoe family from 
her childhood, and she it was, the gos¬ 
sips said, who imparted the secret to old 
John Donahoe. 

About five years ago the old man 
died, and on his deathbed he told his 
son where the vein was. 

Several months ago the yonnger Don¬ 
ahoe decided to work the mines. He 
hired laborers and began in a systematic 
manner. He called upon Speaker Fish 
and explained his sitnation. John M. 
Toneey of the Hudson River railroad, 
Samuel Sloan of the Delaware, Lacka¬ 
wanna and Western railroad, Assembly¬ 
man Louis F. Goodsell of Highland 
Falls, and a few others were also let 
into the secret. 

The project of starting a big mining 
company was discussed, bnt the desire 
of the majority was to keep the matter 
a secret until it was certain that gold 
in paying quantities could be dug. In 
the meantime all the land in the vicin¬ 
ity was secured. 

Donahoe still kept his men at work 
and soon made other discoveries. He 
found a cave which extended fully 500 
feet into the heart of tho mountain. 
Chambers filled with stalactites and 
stalagmites of unusual brilliancy made 
it look like an enchanted place. Lumps 
of silver ore weighing several pounds 
were found. Gurgling streams of spring 
water ran through the center, and ou 
tbe bottom small nuggets of the pre¬ 
cious metal were found. The walls were 
also studded with lumps of silver ore. 

Other chambers of unknown extent 
branched north and south, but the lack 
of good air prevented the explorers from 
proceeding. Donahoe closed up tho 
mouth of the cave and set his men to 
work drilling aud digging over tho spot 
where his father said the richest vein 
was concoaled. 

There shafts are now being sunk, and 
the new machinery will soon enliven 
the surrounding hills. 

Recently half a dozen English specu¬ 
lators paid the pluco a visit and com¬ 
menced making soundings. Donahoe’a 
men warned them off, aud since then 
they have hovered around the district. 
A score of New York mining operators 
also came prepared to jump claims.

It is troe there has been a general de¬ 
crease in wages the past fonr . years, 
owing to falling prices of all s [commo- 
dities and a universal shrinkage of 
valuos. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that, while wages are nearly double 
the rate of forty years ago, there has 
been no such corresponding increase in 
the cost of living.

There are many thoughtful (and in¬ 
telligent men among our workingmen, 
and we desire to call their attention in 
connection with this subject to other 
facts and circumstances wbioh com¬ 
mend themselves ^to their serious con¬ 
sideration. 

One of these'is tbs fact that tbe pro¬ 
portion of workingmen who rise from 
the servile and dependent oonditiou of 
tenants to the independent position of 
home owners, is less than it was thirty 
years ago. 

This faot is do i to other facts or 
causes, amongJJwhich (mayj^be cited 
the general neglect by workingmen of 
the small economieslwhich, if method¬ 
ically and persistently observed, would 
ohange. the deficit, wbioh haunts so 
many toilers and their families 
through life, to^a surplus, constantly 
and gradually increasing, juntil in 
time it becomes a competence suffi¬ 
cient fur tbe needs of sickness or old 
age. 

Another circumstance which sadly 
handicaps the wage earner is tbe too 
general disposition and habit of work¬ 
ingmen to ohange employers, and fre¬ 
quently employment, at the cost not 


sugar. The secretions added by the bees 
change this to grape sugar and so pre¬ 
pare it that it is almost ready for as¬ 
similation without any effort on the 
part of the stomach. In fact, Professor 
A. J. Cook once styled honey “digested 
nectar." It will be readily seen that 
honey is a very desirable food for those 
with weakened digestive powers. If a 
person is very tired, "too exhausted to 
eat,” it is astonishing how a few tastes 
of honey will act almost like mugic. 
Almost no effort is required to make it 
ready for assimilation. Persons suffer¬ 
ing from some forms of kidney trouble 
will find that honey is a much more 
beneficial food for them than is cane 
sugar. 

In eating comb honey many strive to 
eject every particle of wax, fearing that, 
us wax is indigestible, nightmare and 
other troublesome consequences will fol¬ 
low an indulgence in warm biscuit and 
honey. It is true that bread is more 
easily digested than warm biscuit, as 
tho latter is inclined to“pack” in chew¬ 
ing, but it may surprise some to know 
that comb honey is really an aid to the 
digestion of hot bread or biscuit. The 
philosophy of the matter is that the 
flukes of wax-prevent the “packing," 
while the honey readily dissolves out, 
leaving passages for the gastric juice to 
enter the muss of food. The flakes of 
wax are indigestible, that is true, but 
when warmed are perfectly smooth uud 
soft and will not injure the most deli¬ 
cate membrane. In fact, they act ns u 
gentle stimulant and aro beneficial in 
some forms of alimentary difficulties. 


IT IS A GRAVE YARD. 

Ponca City's Mayor Mad. an Awfal Threat 
and Kept HI. Word. 

The city council of Ponca City, O. 
T., has purchased tbe town site of Crons 
for a city cemetery. This is the dra¬ 
matic ending to one of the most noted 
town site fights in the west 

When tbe Cherokee strip was opened 
to settlement two years ago, two towns 
were started within a mile of each other, 
one called Ponca City and the other Cross. 

Both aspired to be tbe connty seat, 
and the war between them waxed sc 
warm that several men bit the dust. 
Finally the mayor of Ponca City called 
a public meeting one night and urged 
the citizens to keep np the fight until 
they made Cross a cemetery. 

It is thought by his remark the mayor 
actually advised the destruction of the 
city and the people of Cross by winches¬ 
ter rifles, but if so his threat was not 
exeented in that manner. 

Captain Stiles, an ex-officer of the 
United States army, was sent to Wash¬ 
ington on a secret mission that lasted 
eight months, during which time be 
succeeded in getting the interior de¬ 
partment to recognize Ponca City as tbe 
legitimate town site and county seat. 

Through other parties the inflnence 
of the Santa Fe railroad was taken away 
from Cross, and it began to dwindle 
from a oity of 3,000 inhabitants, built 
in a day—the famous Sept. 16, 1892— 
until only a few bonses were left. 

Ponca City gave a town lot to every 
owner of a bonse in Cross and paid for 
the moving, and in this way stampeded 
the residents of the rival town. 

Nothing being left but tho town site 
and schoolhouse, tbe bluff of the pioneer 
mayor of Ponca was made good a few 
days since when the cunncil bought the 
town site for a cemetery and made the 
schoolhouse the residence of the sexton. 

The center circle of the cemetery will 
bo deeded to the war mayor of Ponca as 
a family burying lot in recognition of 
bis prediction to reduce Cross to a cem¬ 
etery. 

A plot will be made in tbe shape of a 
cross, and the bodies of the citizens of 
Ponca who lost their lives in tbe town 
site trouble will be reiuterred with 
honors.—New York Recorder.

WAGES AND PROFITS. 

The March bulletin of tbe Depart¬ 
ment of labor iB an nnnsnally interest¬ 
ing one by reason of certain facts pre¬ 
sented on the snbjeot of wages. It is 
shown tbat npon tbe basis of tbe census 
of 1890, tbe gross product per capital 
of employes engaged in manufacturing 
and mechanical industries was $2204, 
and tbe average annnal wages per em¬ 
ploye was $445. At first glance, tbis 
seems to mean tbat tbe $1759 differ¬ 
ence between product and wages went

SOME INSIDE HISTORY 

WALTER WELLMAN DISCOURSES ON 
THE RECENT BOND ISSUE. 

Why the Moreen Syndicate Did Not Get 

the Whole Lot—The President at Oats 

With Morgan—Why Stewart Lost a Good . 

Sized Fortune. | 

The recent loan, despite its impres¬ 
siveness and popular features, was un¬ 
scientific and clumsy. Any one could 
bid, whether he had gold or not. It is 
pretty certain that millions were bid by 
persons who had ‘scarcely a gold dollar 
to their names. These were speculative 
bids, and they are of course to be trans¬ 
ferred to banks or other institutions 
Which have gold or the means of getting 
it. The result is that gold is practically 
at a premium in New York and Boston. 
It is a small premium, but just enough to 
tempt the cupidity of many men who 
have bid for bonds. If they find they 
must pay an eighth for gold at a bank or 
broker’s, but can get it without a pre- I 
minm at the snbtreasury, where cartage 
expense may be avoided by simply car¬ 
rying the stuff from the pay to the re¬ 
ceiving window, where are they going 
to get it? Human nature is human na¬ 
ture, and no one has as yet discovered 
that it is any less human among bankers, 
brokers and bond speculators than it is 
among other people. 

In this connection I am able to give 
some secret history that is very interest¬ 
ing. Some weeks ago the administra¬ 
tion wanted to place this loan with Mr. 
Morgan and his syndicate under condi¬ 
tions that would protect the reserve. 
Mr. Morgan was willing to undertake ' 
the task, but he declined to pay rnoro 
than 105. The administration offered 
him the whole lot at 109, which was 
equal to 8 >4 percent interest. Mr. Mor¬ 
gan persisted, despite pressure, in ud 
herenco to this figure, and then the 
president decided upon a public loan. 
The howls of certain newspapers and 
the speeches of senators in congress de¬ 
nouncing privato loans had nothing 
whatever to do with the president’s 
change from a private contract to a 
public competitive loan. Mr. Morgan's 
refusal to pay 109 determined that. It 
was some satisfaction to the president 
to force Morgan to come up with an 
offer, not alone of 109, but of nearly 
111, but he would be better satisfied had 
he assurances that the sale at 111 were 
going to protect the reserve and make 1 
another loan unnecessary beforo the 
presidential election. 

The newspaper writers who prate of 
Piorpont Morgan as the favorite finan¬ 
cier of the administration do not know 
what they are talking about. President 
Cleveland is out of patience with Mr. 
Morgan. If any financier may be regard¬ 
ed ns the favorite of tlio administration 
it is John A. Stewart of the United 
States Trust company. After the presi¬ 
dent had rojected Mr. Morgan’s terms 
of 105 a mouth ago Mr. Stewart was 
asked to take hold and help make the 
public loan a success. Ho did so, and to 
his efforts and influence more than those 
of any other man is due the success of 
the recent loun. 

And yet Mr. Stewart wa3 outmauen- 
vered by Mr. Morgan us a bidder for] 
bonds. This was becauso Mr. Morgan j 
had a friend in tho syndicate which Mr. 
Stewart had organized for tho purpose j 
of insuring the success of tho issuo. 
With this information in hand, it was 
easy for Morgan to outbid Stewart. If 
Mr. Stewart had been guided by tho ad¬ 
vice (jf a Washington banker, one of his 
friends, he would have beaten Mor¬ 
gan. Last. Wednesday morning this 
bunker became satisfied Morgan was go¬ 
ing to bid nearly Ill, and ho wired Mr. 
Stewart to this effect, not once but 
thrice. Still Stewart refused to change 
his bid. At the last moment the Wash¬ 
ington banker filled out bids for a half 
million on his own account at 111 and 
a little under, and reached tho treasury 
at just fivo minutes of noon. His bids 
went in, ho gets his bonds, and makes 
$25,000 or $20,000 for his quickness. 
Stewart lost tho chance to mako a mil¬ 
lion or two. 

The Stewart bids for bonds, all at 
110.075, were put in the hands of treas¬ 
ury officials about 85 minutes beforo 
noon. The Morgan bid of 110.0877 was 
put in five minutes later. Tho Stewart 
bids had not been opened when the Mor¬ 
gan bids came in, and tho Stewart bids 
were not in tho hands of tho treasury 
officials when tho Morgan bids were till¬ 
ed out and sealed in the olfice of a bank¬ 
er two blocks from the treasury build¬ 
ing. Tho difference between 110.075 
and 110.0877 represented tho loss of a 
chauco to mako a fortune. But how silly 
and reckless the charge that thero was 
collusion in tho treasury. — Walter Well¬ 
man in Chicago Times-Herald.

traordinary nature of the cure, set about 
j tho examination of the heart. Taking it 
I in the fingers of one hand, aud placing 
i the fingers of the other upon tlie pulsoof 
tlie wrist, I satisfied myself that it was 
j indeed the heart which I grasped. 11 lien 
brought him before tlie king that lie 
might behold aud touch so extraordinary 
a tiling, and that ho migiit perceive, as 
I did, that unless wo touched the outer 
skin, or when he saw our fingers in the 
cavity, this young nobleman knov not 
: that wo had touched his heart. ” 

It was in this way that Harvey proved 
his theory of the insensibility of tlie 
heart to ho correct.—Pearson’s Weekly.

This century was 
a quarter gono before the goldon age of 
tlie bullet in London. Great things, 
however, were done at Her Majesty’s 
theater in early Victorian days. "Gi- | 
selle” was the united work of Heine, 
Theophilo Gautier and Adolphe Adam, 
and tho premiere dausouso was Carlotta 
Grisi. Sho was succeeded by Fanny 
Elssler and Tuglioni, who was immor¬ 
talized by Thackeray, and was alive not 
many yours ago.—Saturday Review.

With the ac¬ 
quisition of military habits the young 
Jyceen could look forward to military 
promotion, for 250 of the most select 
! were sent evory year to the military 
| schools, where they lived at the emper¬ 
or’s expense, oxpecting professional ad¬ 
vancement by the emperor’s patronage. 

Others of less merit were detached for 
the civil service, and in that also their 
careers were at the imperial mercy. They 
i were daily and hourly reminded of Na- 
j poleou’s greatness, for 2,400 foreigners 
! from the vassul states of the empire 
were scattered among these institutions, 
j where they were turned into Frenchmen 
aud docile subjects at the emperor’s ex¬ 
pense, while being virtually held as bus 
tuges for the good behavior of their par¬ 
ents.—Professor Sloano in Century.
